It is generally admitted that the 
question of taxation is the biggest 
one In*fore the public today, 
taxes 
being already very burdensome and 
still increasing. The object of a tax­ 
payers' protective association is to 
have committees of its members a t­ 
tend meetings of county commission­ 
ers and county and city councils and 
oppose further 
unnecessary public 
improvements to the end that 
tax 
levies may in the future be reduced 
rather than increased. 
All farmers 
and owners of real estate are vitally 
interested in this question as real 
estate, such as farms and city pro­ 
perty, can not escape taxation and 
pays more than its just share, own­ 
ers of real estate believe. Much per­ 
sonal and intangible property goes 
untaxed, thus throwing the burden 
onto real estate. 
The temper of the people on the 
question of taxes and the subject of 
taxation was shown by the vote on 
amendments to the state constitu­ 
tion in the election of last Tuesday. 
Of all the amendments the general 
tax amendment 
was defeated most 
decisively, Hie majority against 
it 
being over 135,000, white the defeat 
of eleven other amendments ranged 
from approximately 19,000 to 100,- 
000.

they accomplish is shown bv the dis­ 
patch below to the Indianapolis Star 
from Monticello, Ind.: 
As the result of a vigorous drive 
made bv the White County Taxpay­ 
ers’ Protective Association just re­ 
cently organized, on the White eoun- 
tv -board of commissioners and the 
White county council, the free gra­ 
vel road repair fund lins been 
re­ 
duced 
for the vear 1922 from 16 
cents on the IOO to IO cents. This 
will decrease the amount in the road 
repair fund from about $98,000 to 
$40,000. The organization also ask­ 
ed the commissioners not to author­ 
ize any new road construction for a 
period of three years.

county roads from $5.50 a day to
